Egypt: Voices 
New Charges 
In Suez Row 

CAIRO, Oct. 33 W">— Egypt, her 
forces reported moving rapidly to- 
ward moblllutlon In a war basis, 
accused Britain anew today of "nets 
of aggression." Britain sent fresh 
troops Into the disputed Suez canal 
zone and Cairo newspaper said on 
Egyptian guerrilla movement was 
forming to drive the Britons out. 

The first battalion or the Che- 
shire regiment arrived last night 
from Cyprus to reinforce Britain's 
canal zone troops. A British em- 
bassy spokesman, announcing this,

For the next several years the nation's mlll- 
"tary expenditures promise to" bb extraordin- 
arily large. This year's appropriation finally 
came to 557,000,000,000. Reports irom the 
Pentagon point to a considerable step-up in 
1952 and beyond. 

Since you and I pay the taxes that supply 
this money, we have an otivlous stako In sec- 
ins that it is well spent. But under the' pro- 
cedures which now prevail, that is virtually 
1 impossible. 

"The" reason Is simple. Congress lacks the ex-, 
perts to Judge what la a ialr outlay and'what 
la not. Budget-making In this age \s a highl y, 
complex business, calling lor much more 
than Just Jinarjclnl skills. It, requires under- 
standing of the technical problems of a given 
department, a grasp of broad governmental 
policy, an appreciation of the way one phase 
ol policy' blends with. another. 

Nowhere Is the difficulty greater than in 
the defense department.— A knowledge of 
weapons, of tables of organization, of all the 
myriad details of the armed services' house- 
keeping activities, Is something to be ac- 
quired only, after long contact and experience. 

Perhaps a few. lawmakers can bo said to 
have that experience: Men like Chairman 
Vinson of the house armed services commit- 
tee and Representative Engle, Michigan Re- 
publican who -long-has delved doggedly and 
miccwsfully Into evidences of military waste, 
But these men have other responsibilities, 
too, and cannot properly be expected to think 
of nothing but how the Pentagon spends Its 
money. 

What has been happening in practice, 
therefore, la that congress— and through It 
the American taxpoying public— has been 
taking tne military largely on Its own word, 
-jt has been giving the Pentagon the benefit 
of the doubt; and in some coses actually writ- 
ing blank checks. 

Security clearly complicates matters, since 
many. ; vital point* cannot be discussed even 
in closed congressional hearings, for fear of 
information leaks. This again Inclines the 
congress to vote the military what It asks, 
without ever' really knowing how wise Its 
action la. ' ' ■ — 

Nevertheless, the people, through their 
representatives, must have a check on how 
theae colossol sums -aze expended. With all 
"due respect, the ' military is " a notoriously 
wasteful establishment. In the loso's, waste 
can mean billions. v 
■ What Is the cure? Some lawmakers are pro- 
posing a permanent Joint house-senate com- 
mittee' to examine military appropriations 
with the aid of a sizable staff of experts. 

The Idea has merit. It has worked well with 
the Joint congressional committee on taxa- 
tion, which for many years has been an -im- 
portant help to congress In the drafting of 
.tox-laws^Tjie-blggeat-ftdvantage- Is- that- the- 
experts are on the Job the ^ear 'round. They 
know their field, rod < can* hold their own 
with . any -.specialist from the goverriiru;ntr:7 : 
j 'Bome kind of action 'la imperative 'if con- 
gress la to qualify Itself to cope with what 
promises to be an enlarging problem. We can- 
not escape tha burdens of .rearmament-ana" 
jj foreign, aid. But It Is utterly unreasonable to 
I ask us to tolerate great waste In the name 
of these necessary burdens.
